RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 24th Febniaiy, 2000 

No. 35018/03/99-NDM(CR).—A Cyclone of rare severity termed as Super Cyclone hit Orissa on 29th October, 
1999. Earlier also a very severe cyclone hit Orissa on 17-18th October, 1999. The Super Cyclone also caused wide 
spread damages to the infrastructure and public utility services. The magnitude of damage to property and loss of life was 
unprecedented. The Government of India, therefore, deemed it a calamity of rare severity and treated it as a calamity to 
be handled at National level. Government of India are of the view that rehabilitation and reconstruction in the cyclone 
affected areas of Orissa as a mammoth task and needs concerted efforts to restore the normalcy. 

2. The Government have, therefore, decided to set up an Authority at the Ministerial level so as to give consid¬ 
eration at the highest level to the reconstruction and rehabilitation matters. The Authority will be known as the Orissa 
Cyclone Reconstruction Authority (OCRA). 

3. The composition of the Authority will be as under :— 


(i) Defence Minister, Government of India Chairman 

(ii) Finance Minister, Government of India Member 

(ill) Minister for Agriculture, Government of India Member 

(iv) Deputy Chairman, Planning Commission Member 

(v) Minister for Urban Development Member 

(vi) Minister for Rural Development Member 

(vii) Chief Minister of Orissa Member 
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4. The fun-uons of the Authority shall, inter-alia, include issue of guidelines in regard to :— 

(i) exploration and identification of the sources of funding, both internal and external; 

(li) identification of areas of concern and their inter se prioritization; 

(iii) consideration of project proposals in a coordinated manner; 

(iv) ensuring convergence/dovetailing of different rehabilitation and reconstruction schemes of Central and 
State Ministries^epartments and other organisations; 

(v) location of technical expertise in different sectors of rehabilitation and reconstruction; 

(vi) liaison and coordination of the restoration, rehabilitation and reconstruction work with the State 
Government, other States, Central Ministries/Departments and international agencies/sources, and 

(vii) general supervision, monitoring and review of the progress. 

5. The Authority will have the powers to associate experts, specialists as and when the need arise. 

6. The aforesaid Authority will not take over the functions either of the State Government or of the concerned 
Ministries/Departments which have to follow the normal procedure as laid down under the Transaction of Business 
Rules and the allocation of work and the function of the Orissa Government as a State of the Union. The Authority will, 
however, provide the highest forum both at the Centre and the State for consultation, and guidance for a joint effort for 
restoration, rehabilitation and reconstruction work in the cyclone affected districts of Orissa in a coordinated and concerted 
manner. 

7. The Authority will be serviced by the Department of Agriculture & Cooperation, Ministry of Agriculture, 
Government of India, New Delhi. 

8. The Authority shall continue till its task is completed.
